To start out the new year, Presi- 


; dent T. W. Hanson, of the Board of 


Trade, announced a pot-luck banquet 
to be gifén on Tuesday evening, Dec. 
4th, The response was overwhelm- 
ing. Delicious beef loaf, escalloped 
potatoes, baked beans, cabbage salad, 
warm rolls, pumpkin pie wjth cheese, 
coffee and cigars, all in abundance, 
delighted the diners. There was ex- 
cellent food aplenty and everyone 
did juatice to the repast. 

Hardly had Rev. Greenwood offered 
thanks before Charles N. Hill ‘an- 
nounced @ song, and assisted by Emer- 
von Brown, led in community singing, 
Mrs. C. G. Clippert accompanied on 
the piano. “The Gang’s All Here,” 
sung to new and more modest words, 
rang out, almost everyone present 
lending his voice. About 80 people— 


- mostly husbands and wives—enjoyed 


a number of rousing community 
songs, the words for which were 
changed to fit the local community. 

The president, T. W. Hanson, never 
at a loss for things to say, extended 
a most cordia) weleome. He intro- 
duced Rev, J. W. Greenwood as the 
first speaker. The latter put his 
auditors in good humor by his witty 
stories and puns, then spent about 20 
minutes in telling some of the prin- 
ciples and the values of a Board of 
Trade to a community. He wove his 
address from points contained in 
Article two of the Constitution of 
‘Grayling Board of Trade, which reads 
as follows: 


“The purpose of this organiza- 
tion shall be to secure the co- 
operation of merchants, trades- 
people, officials and citizens gen- 
erally; to promote the social, 
moral and business interests of 
the Village; to encourage well 
directed enterprises; to promote 
the. growth of the Village; and 
the progress, extension and in- 
crease of its trade and to take 
concerted action in matters per- 
taining to the welfare of the com- 
munity at large. It shall have no 
capital stock and is not organ- 
ized for pecuniary gain or profit.” 


‘The speaker gave many reasons 
why there is value in united effort 
en the part of the people of a com- 


munity. 
Mayor Hans Petersen expressed 
his appreciation for the Board of 


Trade, of which he is a past presi- 
dent, He assured the co-operation of 
the Village Council and said that that 
body was always glad to have suc- 
gestions from the Board of. Trade. 
and hoped they would come to them 
freely with matters pertaining to the 
public good. : ;

A. M. PETERSON, GRAYLING BOY 
TAKES OVER BUSINESS 


Alfred Bebb, who has been operat- 
ing the Grayling Dairy for the past 
three years and a half has sold the 
business to Axel M, Peterson, the 


deal being consummated Saturday, 
Dec. Ist. 
The local creamery was first es- 


tablished in Grayling by J. C. Me- 
Donnell, in the spring of 1922, and 
was such a much needed _ industry 
that it at once met with the unani- 
mous. approval of Grayling people. 
The following summer in July, Mr. 
McDonnell sold aut to envy  W. 
Klein, who continued the business un- 
til Augus, 1925 when he sold out to 
Mr. Bebb. 


The business has been _ steadily 


growing, since Mr, Bebb took it over, 
however, on a recent visit to Durham, 
Canada, he became interested in a 
farm owned by the father of Rev. J. 
W. Greenwood, so on his return de- 
cided to purchase same and turn it 
into a dairy farm, so immediately 
made plans to dispose of his_ local 
business. Axel Peterson, who has 
been employed by Mr. Bebb for the 
past year made the purchase and so 
is the new owner, Axel needs no in- 
troduction to local people as he was 
born in Grayling and has -lived here 
all his life. He likes the dairy busi- 
ness also and will continue to carry 
it on in the same businesslike manner 
us formerly. 

Alfred Bebb, who is .also a hustler, 
has turned out good dairy products 


all he could make. He will take over 
ihe Canada property the first of the 
year and leave Grayling some time 
previous to that time, however he will 
assist Mr, Peterson in the creamery 
until his departure.

FRANK F. ROGERS RESIGNS AS 
STATE HIGHWAY COMM’R. 


Yas Done a Great Work—Will Prob- 
ably Be Succeeded By His Depu- 
ty, G. C. Dillman 


Dispatches from Lansing indicate 
that State Highway Commissioner 
Frank F. Rogers has tendered — his 
resignation to the Governor, to take 
effect next month. 


Under Mr. Rogers’ long administra- 
tion there has been a phenomenal de- 
;Velopment of the road system of 
| Michigan. Few, if any, states in this 
‘union have made greater progress in 
‘road building. Notwithstanding there - 
is much more to do, we ought not to 
lose sight of. what has already been 
The state: has taken over 
something like. 8,000: miles of. -high- 
way, which is known ‘as the state 
trunk line system. Over 20 per cent 
of this has been paved and about 400 
miles of paving are added yearly. : 

While the good work of Mr. Rogers 
and his department. have brought 
about this great development, the 
people of Michigan will not overlook 
the fact that the State Good Roads 
Association wags a large factor in 
building up sentiment for good roads. 

it is understood that Mr. Rogers 
will recommend as his successor, and 
that the governor will appoint, Mr. 
G. C. Dillman, who has for a. long 
time been deputy state highway com- 
missioner and who has been closely 
connected with Mr. Rogers in the de-~ 
veloping of the road system of Mich- 
igan. This promotion will be well de- 
served, for Mr. Dillman is thorough- 
ly qualified for the position which Mr. 
Rogers has capably filled, and which 
he gives up now because he has 
reached an age where he can no long- 
er carry on the arduous Jabors the 
Place requires. 

Mr. Rogers can leave his depart- 
ment with the consciousness that he 
has capably served the people of 
Michigan. His monument will be the 
splendid state highway system, in 
whose development he has had so 
large a share.

WONDERFUL OILING SYSTEM IN 
NEW FORD 


The engine lubrication system of the 
new Model A Ford car is a combina- 
tion of pump, splash and gravity feed 
which is ‘an exclusive Ford develop- 
ment, 

In design and in Operation it is 
simple and positive and repeated 
tests have shown it to be ideally suit- 
ed to this somewhat revolutionary 
type of four-cyclinder, medinia-speed, 
medium-compression pyutor. 

The oi] pump is located in the bot- 
tom of the crank-case and is run off 
a gearon the camshaft. It is en- 
closed in a fine mesh wire screen 
through which the oil filters before it 
is pumped up into the valve chamber. 


i The screen is surrounded by a shield 


so that the oil is pulled through it, 
rather than flowing in by gravity. 
The oil flows into the valve chamber 
in a continuous stream whenever the 
engine is running, but is in no sense 
a “forced” feed. It is rather the full 
load of the pump being delivered in 
a. smooth. flowing stream. The prin- 
cipal purpose of deiivering the oil 
to the valve chamber is to. provide 
direct gravity feed lubrication to the 
However, 
it also supplies exceptional lubrica- 
tion for the valves, giving better and 
quieter action, and by gravity to the 
front end camshaft bearing. 

Small pipe openings: lead down 
from the valve chamber to the crank- 
shaft main bearing and oil flowing 
down these by gravity provides an 
abundance of lubrication. The bot- 
tom of the valve chamber is so ar- 
ranged, through the use of small in- 
built dams to provide reservoirs of oi} 
for each main bearing pipe opening. 

As the engine rests in the chassis 
on a three-degree angle, sloping to 
the rear, the oil arriving in the valve 
chamber flows back, filling the first 
reservoir; then over the little dam, 
filling the second reservoir, and then 
over again to the third and last res- 
ervoir. From this point the overflow 
oil is carried by an external pipe 
down to the front end of the oil pan 
in the crankcase where it flows back 
over the pan, filling the troughs 
thru which the connecting rods are 
lubricated and from which all other 
moving parts are sprayed by the 
splash system. From the pan the oil 
flows to the bottom of the case to be 
pumped back again. 

This rather unique system of 
engine lubrication is responsible in 
large measure for the excellent per- 
formance of the motor at. a wide 
range of speeds and under all climatic 
conditions. . 
was in its experimental stages much 
of the road test work was done in 
midsummer, yet there never was a 
single-instance of engine overheating.

WOULD COMBINE NORTH COUN- 
TIES FOR ECONOMY 


Amalgamation of several counties 
in the northern part of the lower pen- 
insula was proposed recently by 
Auditor General OQ. B. Fuller as a 
solution to the tax problem that has 
arisen since population and industry 
started to decline. It is possible that 
the plan will be considered by the 
next legislature. . 

As the timber disappeared from the 
north, the wealthy lumbering firms 
disbanded and their shares of the tax 
burden were shifted to the farmers 
and otic: residents. As a result, farm 
after farm has been abandoned and 
although population decreased, the 
eost of county and township gover 
ment has increased steadily. Taxes 
have multiplied again and again. 

The return to the state of abandon- 
ed land reached a peak last year when 
237,000 acres were deeded to. the 
conservation department because of 
non-payment of taxes.’ This was an 
increase of 142,000 acres over the 
previous fiscal year. It is possible 
that the abandoned acreage of last 
year will be doubled during the pres- 
ent 12 months, aecording to Fuller, 

The result is, the auditor general 
explained, that the state pradually 
is taking over whole counties. A 
township, for instance, was disorgan- 
ized two months ago, because the 
state owned nearly all of the land 
and only a single family remained. 

“The farmers of the north — see 
nothing ahead of them except a 
struggle against almost insurmount- 
able odds, or abandonment of their 
farms,” Fuller said. “In many sec- 
tions farms will not bring rental suf- 
ficient to pay taxes. Under these 
conditions, families are giving up the 
struggle and their land reverts. {to 
the state, which does not want it.”. 
Would Merge Four Counties 
One plan of disorganizing counties 
and joining them with others men- 
tions Alpena, Alcona, Montmorency 
and Oscoda. Instead of having four 
sets of county officials, the four 
counties would have but one, thus 
reducing taxes considerably. . In- 
stead of having four poor farms to 
maintain, there would be but one. 
And the townships, too, would be 
reduced, thus economizing on the ex- 
pense of township offices. 

Although, under this plan, the 
county seat would necessarily be 
some distance from many residents, 
it is argued that good roads have 
now lessened distance. 

Alcona County Voices Frotest 

The suggestion: that the so-called 

smaller counties be merged as a 
means of cutting down expenses, is 
not a new one, but it will take more 
than a saving of a few county of- 
ficers’ salaries or the expense of run- 
ning a poor house or two to 
the farmers, says the Review at 
Harrisville, Alcona county, , which 
evidentaly does not like the idea of 
joining with Alpena. The farmera 
have not asked anyone to “save” 
them. Give them fair prices fbr 
their products and decent marketing 
facilities and they will do all the 
saving for themselves. that is re- 
quired. 
As a matter of fact, all of the 
abandoned farms in Michigan are 
not. in the plains sections, not by a 
long shot. And a whole Jot more of 
them were started after the lumber- 
men for the most part had ceased 
their operations. 

All of the troubles of the. north 
Michigan farmers cannot be charged 
to the poor land, though that is 
doubtless a large factor in making 
for burdensome taxes. large 
part of this so-called worthless land 
is now coming into demand for hunt- 
ing clubs, resorts and other develop- 
ments that promise to restore large 
areas to the tax roll on a more. pay- 
ing basis than it was in the lumber- 
ng days—Roscommon Herald-News.
